JAMES BEATOUN is best known as the devoted friend 
and counsellor of Mary, Queen of Scots. He was born 
in 1517, ahd at the age of fourteen was sent to Paris to 
complete his studies. He was engaged whilst still a 
lad upon a diplomatic mission to Scotland from the 
French King. The death of his uncle, the regent, made 
him Mary’s chief stay, and his determined opposition to 
religious reform strengthened the bond. He became 
Scottish ambassador to the French court, but continued 
to take a lively interest in home affairs, and did not 
scruple to give sound, if blunt, advice to Mary should 
occasion require. When she conveyed to him the 
first news of Darnley’s murder and dwelt on the provi- 
dential escape she had had from a similar fate, he replied 
that the only way in which she could prove ber own 
innocence was to hunt out and punish the murderers. He 
died in 16038, leaving his fortune to the Scots College at 
Paris.
